w eather was perfect and the track 
gtmd. (tut th e crowd was not as large 
a* had twen hoped, due probably to 
the fact th a t there have been so many 
holidays during the past few weeks, 
and those who have employment arc 
anxious to make every hour count 
However, the crowd greatly enjoyed 
the afternoon, and were enthusiastic 
a t some of the excellent records made 
by th e contestants. 
A lthough some 
of the hest athletes In th e valley were 
present, aud worked hard for victory 
Liverpool upheld its end of th e long 
string, and did its duty like the 
plucky little man It Is. 
T he mere 
fact th a t the sports were {tnsiponed 
caused a durn inning effect upon the 
ardor of some who came here last 
Thursday, and they remained a t home 
this time. 
Among them were several 
wheelmen with records, h u t the blcy 
cie races were good w ithout them and 
the crowd had abundant sport.

T h e half-mile bicycle race was for 
memtiersof the Young Men’s Chris­ 
tian association, and attracted some 
of the b o t talent in i he organization. 
They got away In good order, and fin­ 
ished with 
Laughlin first, Gaston 
next and Hall third. 
T h e tim e was 
1:31. 
Throwing the

T hree men were there 
in a d ru tik e o condition, shouting and 
howling to their h ea rt’s content, and 
having more fun th an is popularly 
so pjH Ned to come from a barrel of 
monkeys.

A few days ago the little daughter 
of 
Mills Bennett, modeler a t the 
Union (lottery, found an egg. 
A stite 
family own a number of chickens 
nothing was th ou gh t of Die ti riel until 
a short tim e afterw ard when there 
was 
occasion 
to 
break 
the egg. 
Imagine the surprise wilco It was seen 
th a t the shell not univ contained one 
egg with bright velk and white as do 
other eggs, hut a perfectly formed egg 
wit Ii a hard shell. 
T his was carefully 
lifted out, and appearing like an 
ordinary egg,was broken. T hen there 
was another surprise for concealed Iii 
the egg was another.

Tho wool tariff aet of March 2, 1867, 
gave adcigauto protection to our chief 
wool product under condition* then ex­ 
isting. 
U nder it the prices of wool were 
fairly remunerative. Sheep increased 
from 28,477,651 in 1870, producing 100,- 
102,387 (Kinlids of wool, to 50,6*56,626 in 
1884, producing 308,000,000 pounds. 
In 
four yearn, from January, 1880, to Jan- 
try, 1884, sheep increased in number 
per cent.. 
Then unfortunately came 
the tariff act of March 3, 1883, reducing 
wool duties. 
Under it sheep declined 
in number 50,626,620 in 1884, with a 
wool clip of 308,OOO.(KH) pounds, to only 
43,431,136 in 1891, producing 285,000,000 
pounds. 
In view of th** injury resulting 
from the reduction, the tariff act of 
(Jct. I, 1890, known as the McKinley 
law, increased the duties on wool, and 
American flocks grew in numbers to 47,- 
273,553 in 1893, producing 348,638,183 
pounds of wool. 
Then aguilt in the 
midst of prosperity came disaster. W ith 
the result of the election of 1892 came 
the certainty of free wool, subsequently 
enacted in the Wilson-Gormun tariff act 
of Aug. 28,1894. 
The result is shown
